Book Reviews and Book Reading

This story came to my mind recently 
when I heard a very emphatic minded lady 
who prides herself on her literary modish- 
ness state in no uncertain terms that altho 
she occasionally read book reviews she was 
never in the least influenced thereby in her 
choice of reading matter. It brought up 
anew the question of whether people, gen- 
erally, do read book reviews to any extent, 
if so, why, and with what results. 

If the increasing number of book review 
journals, book departments in the better 
class magazines, space in newspapers de- 
voted to short book notices, are any indica- 
tion of editors’ opinions on the subject, such 
discussions are well received and widely 
read by the public. It is undoubtedly true 


that people who read considerably and who 





other periodical 
reading matter, depends for the size and 
quality of its audience upon its general 
attractiveness, its conformity to the tastes 
of the readers of the journal in which it 
appears, or its application to their needs. 
From the bookseller’s and _ publisher’s 
standpoint, the ideal book review probably 
is that which so whets the appetite that the 
reader immediately rushes out and buys the 
book. Among readers, however, whether 
constant or occasional, whose interest in 
reviews is not so single-minded or purpose- 
ful, there is a considerable, and in some 
quarters a heated difference of opinion on 
what constitutes a good book review. 
There are those who insist that a genuine 
book review should consist of a mere 
synopsis of the book’s contents, with per- 
haps just enough reticence to provoke some 
curiosity and further interest. To these 
the name of the reviewer means little, the 
literary style and content are unconsidered. 
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What they are primarily interested in is 
information. At the other extreme are 
those who interpret “review” to mean 
“critique.” In their opinion the object of 
the review is to “place” the book as a liter- 
ary creation or to estimate its worth in the 
field it covers. This group enjoy discus- 
sions of books which they have themselves 
already read as much or more than books 
new to them. The perusal of the review 
is really a comparison of their own opinions 
with that of the reviewer. 


Book Review Should Not Be a General Essay 


The great majority, however, who read 
book reviews rather consistently probably 
prefer the review which is the happy mean 
of these extremes—one which gives con- 
siderable information about the contents 
and which unites pleasing expression with 
a considered and balanced judgment of the 
merits of the book. Whether the desires of 
the majority have determined the character 
of the reviews, or the general tendency of 
reviewers has formed the tastes of the ma- 
jority, it seems to me that in the main, book 
reviews of today have this dual character. 
There is some tendency, however, in the 
magazines which presumably attract a more 
“bookish” clientele, for the reviewer to push 
himself to the fore, relegating the book he 
is reviewing to the rear. He strains by 
all sorts of literary allusions and compari- 
sons, by clever asides and anecdotes, to 
achieve vivacity and semblance of origin- 
ality and erudition. I remember reading 
not long ago in one of the best journals a 
review (purported) of a book popularly 
classed as humorous. The reviewer carried 
on an extended discussion on who were 
classed as the greatest humorists in this 
country, and upon what works their sev- 
eral reputations were based, and tried and 
succeeded very creditably, I thought, in 
being somewhat humorous himself. The 
essay was on the whole a rather enjoyable 
one, but it was not a review of the book 
sresumably under discussion, which was 
given, as I recollect it, a scant paragraph at 
the end. I had no quarrel with the essay as 
an essay—it was its voyage under false 
colors that I objected to. 

Of course we can obtain no exact knowl- 
edge as to the influence of all this book re- 
view reading upon the general reading 
habits of the public. It undoubtedly widens 
immeasurably thruout the country the 
interest and information on current literary 
activity, and thus increases the amount of 
reading done. Book reviews are of ines- 


timable value to all who would keep abreast 
of the times and who value the contact with 
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a larger group of specialists than is pos- 
sible to most of us. They bring us news 
of the finest accomplishments of the age— 
they herald that the fruits of a lifetime of 
study in a certain field are now ours for 
the reading; that the matured judgment of 
investigators is offered to the layman in 
tangible and compact form; that concep- 
tions of life and its meaning as held by 
serious thinkers are available in the artistic 
forms of fiction or poetry. If a nation’s 
literature constitutes its truest historical 
record, general information of the form and 
trend of that literature is of greater im- 
portance to us than the news of political 
or industrial achievement. And in the flood 
of printed matter that seems almost at times 
to deluge us, and which we can not possibly 
appraise first hand, the opinions of men 
whose judgment we can respect about the 
respective merits of books is helpful and 
appreciated. There are those, of course, 
who read reviews in order to exhibit in 
superficial conversation a knowledge of, and 
interest in, books which they are too lazy or 
indifferent to read. But usually when the 
answer to the question, “Why do you read 
book reviews?” is the offhand reply, “Oh, 
just to see what is going on,” it represents 
a real and genuine interest in the great 
world of contemporary literature and an 
appreciation of the opinions of specialists 
on individual pieces of work. And if the 
inquiry is pursued further among these— 
“Do these reviews result in your actually 
seeking the book?”’—the reply is usually, 
“Perhaps,—why yes, I recall instances 
where my buying the book was directly re- 
sultant upon reading a review.” And in 
all cases, whether the result of reading a 
particular review can be traced or not, con- 
stant familiarity with book reviews means 
increased general reading. As a publicity 
proposition book reviews are comparable to 
the indirect advertising done by some 
firms—the advertising of an idea rather 
than a commodity which in the long run 
achieves the increased sale of a particular 
article. 


Book Reviews As News 


It is difficult to compare book reviews 
with direct advertising of books as to their 
respective influence upon reading habits. 
Most people to whom books are a vital 
interest. I believe, habitually glance thru 
book advertisements in magazines. Such 
casual perusal increases one’s feeling of 
familiarity with what is “going on,” altho 
he pays little attention to the appraisal of 
the book, always favorable, of course, in 
an advertisement. He covers less ground

in reading reviews, but individual books 
come to his attention in a more impressive 
way, and afford usually at the same time, 
some real, literary enjoyment. An unfavor- 
able book review does not necessarily react 
against the purchase of that book. And 
whether favorable or unfavorable, it has 
done the author and publisher a certain 
service from a publicity standpoint. The 
name and author is fixed in the reader’s 
mind, and that is something in this ay of 
display advertising. 

At present practically all book reviewing 
is strictly of a mews character. I have 
often wondered why old books were not 
occasionally discussed. Such reviews might 
also be news to a greater number of read- 
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ers than erudite editors can readily con- 
ceive. To my mind it would be exceedingly 
refreshing to read a discussion now and 
then of some classic, well-known or other- 
wise, written in a regular modern book re- 


view fashion. Discussions of the classics 
are usually so pedantic and unattractive in 
form to the ordinary reader that he hastily 
skips them-—why not make them short and 
readable, written from a personal view- 
point, as are the discussions of the latest 
books? The publisher and bookseller would 
profit, it seems to me, and the occasional 
reminder of an old and tried book would 
counteract the modern tendency to regard 
“keeping up with the new books” as one 
of the important aims of rezding. 


20th Century Books of Continuing Value 


A Canvass of the Opinions of Booksellers 


T is possible that some of the “literati” 

will find amusement on seeing the 

commercially minded booksellers ven- 
turing to decide on which are the books of 
this century that seem most likely to ac- 
quire permanency, but so many lists have 
been made of late by so many types of 
people that the editors of the Publishers’ 
Weekly have felt that a list of books voted 
upon by representative American book- 
sellers would be likely to give a very valu- 
able and interesting sidelight on the dis- 
cussion. 


To begin with, the bookseller is not influ- 
enced by any intellectual snobbery—he sells 
books to every variety of person, and, as 
he has lived with books year in and year 
out, he has a fairly accurate conception of 
what stays on his shelves, what has a tem- 
porary sale and what he has to reorder 
year after year over a period of time. For 
this poll of bookstore opinion, the 175 most 
popular titles from the International Book 
Review's recent poll as published in its 
March issue were reprinted in classified 
groups, and 100 booksellers from all types 
of stores and shops were asked to check 
the 25 titles which showed the clearest indi- 
cation of permanency. Of the dealers can- 
vassed, 62 sent replies, a high percentage 
of interest. Those titles out of the 175 on 
the ballot which were agreed~ upon by at 
_ 10 booksellers are here printed, 55 
in all. 


Of the 55 in highest position there are: 


23 Fiction 

11 Biography and Letters 

6 Poetry 

4 History 

3 ea. Drama, Essays, Science 
2 Philosophy. 


Tho “Lord Jim” in highest place was pub- 
lished in the first year of the century, and 
others such as “Kim,” “Call of the Wild.” 
etc., have stood a lng test, there is a heavy 
percentage of books published in the last 
few years which are now vividly in peo- 
ple’s minds but which have not had the 
acid test of time. 

Taking the list as a whole it gives a 
sound and valuable picture of the book 
interests of the country. Tere are books 
as different as “Jean-Christophe” and “The 
Call of the Wild’; Service’s “Poems” and 
Edna Milay’s “The Education of Henry 
Adams” and “Up from Slavery”; “The Pri- 
vate Papers of Henry Ryecroft” and “Ad- 
ventures in Friendship”; “The Varieties of 
Religious Experience” and “Papini’s “Life 
of Christ.” 

All book-lists are but experiments in 
winnowing but all lists conscientiously made 
help to continue the interest in the books 
listed and to give them the test of new 
audiences. This list is one of especial 
significance because it reflects the interests 
of widely varying and typical American 
communities..

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The Market Value of Good Taste 
By Ernest Elmo Calkins ° 


WANT to try to prove to you briefly 
that we have much good printing in 
these days and that good printing pays— 
pays in the ordinary selfish commercial 
sense. 
There are some of us who love good 
printing for its own 
sake, who like to 


place those inelastic N- exhibition 


and uncompromising 
bits of type metal, 
that a poet has so 
beautifully described 
as “the twenty-four 
lead soldiers which 
conquer the world” 
(you see this was 
before J and U had 
joined the regi- 
ment) in arrange- 
ments which give de- 
light to the beholder. 

In this art there are certain traditions. 
Typography followed closely upon the 
heels of hand-lettering, in which the scribes 
and illuminators had reached a high de- 
gree of beauty and efficiency, all of which 
the early type founders and printers copied. 
As type was produced slowly the supply 
was limited. 

But as time went on many who were not 
artists and who had never seen nor heard 
of a hand-lettered manuscript, became print- 
ers, and type founders multiplied, and in 
turn multiplied type faces, some very bad, 
and even the good ones too numerous. All 
this material was placed at the disposal of 
the printer who had no standards, and 
whose ambition was to use as many dif- 
ferent types as possible. And so job print- 
ing and all other kinds of printing about 
fifty years ago had fallen to about as low 
a state as was possible, but then so had all 
the other applied arts—textiles, furniture, 
jewelry, pottery, metal work and _ book 
binding, etc. 

That was the beginning of the age of 
machinery. Men were far more concerned 
with quantity than with form, but as they 
grew prosperous with the products of ma- 
chines, more of them were released to think 
about art and taste and to experiment and 
study the good things of the olden times 
before the age of machinery, and gradually 


of contemporary 

commercial printing is being held 
by the American Institute of Graphic 
Arts at the Art Center, New York, 
from April 16 thru May 3. At the other words, that 
opening meeting Ernest Elmo Calkins, 
well-known to the book-trade, made 
an address on the market value of 
good taste, which is printed here in 
an abridged version. 





there came a revival of taste applied to 
everything of human use, and so today 
amidst a lot of bad printing there is enough 
that is good to prove that it is still possible 
to do good work, and what is more im- 
portant for our purpose, that good printing 
is sufficiently  suc- 
cessful in a com- 
mercial way to 
justify what I am 
endeavoring to 
maintain—that good 
printing pays, or in 


good taste has a 
market value. 

The old word for 
all printing not used 
in producing news- 
papers or books was 
job printing, and 
this job printing has 
increased most along the line of what we 
know as advertising. 

There seem to be two grand divisions of 
printing: one, vehicles, or as a means to 
an end—tHfat is, advertising printing, the 
purpose of which is to carry a message, to 
sell something—and two, printing which is 
sold as a part of the product—books, maga- 
zines and newspapers, but chiefly books. 

It has been said, and it is not for me to 
deny it, that greater progress has been 
made in good printing by advertisers who 
make books to give away than by publishers 
who make books to sell. It certainly is 
true that the advertiser in the fearful com- 


’ petitive effort of selling his goods searches 


and utilizes every possible means of im- 
proving his selling methods and selling 
material, and that includes his printing, 
and so at the first intimation that better 
printing might make his advertising better 
he has been quick to use it. 

My experience along this line has cov- 
ered thirty years. I started my life work 
with the idea that good printing was essen- 
tial to good advertising, altho I did not 
know when I started just what good print- 
ing was. I have lived to see my belief 
justified. The public, the great, crass, 
ignorant, commonplace public, responds to 
good printing. 

Over and over I have had the argument 
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presented that it was no use to take such 
pains with the printing used in advertising 
because the public did not understand such 
things, the belief being that the public 
would not respond to good printing unless 
it understood the theory upon which good 
printing was based. Such reasoning is false 
because a cardinal principle of what we call 
good printing is that it should be compre- 
hensible to anyone. 


Two Things That Make Printing Good 


What is it that makes printing good? 
There are two things which stand out above 
all others—legibility and appearance, or to 
put them in their logical order, appearance 
and legibility. A piece of printing should 
look interesting. It should be attractive. 
It should draw the attention. Then having 
drawn the attention it should be easy to 
read. In fact, easy reading—that is, legi- 
bility, is a part of the attractiveness. Thus 
attractiveness consists of two things. The 
first appeals to that love of design and 
order and beauty in all of us, and concerns 
the general arrangement of printed matter. 

But there is also another kind of 
attractiveness, mental attractiveness, which 
makes us turn more quickly to great primer 
than nonpariel, to leaded matter than to 
solid, and to short paragraphs than to long 
ones. This is merely the attractiveness of 
readability. It looks easy to read, and 
therefore we read it. ; 

But the other attractiveness is a much 
finer thing, requiring more art and skill and 
taste, and that lies in placing the matter on 
its page, its size and shape properly re- 
lated to the size and shape of the page, the 
amount of white in the openings of the 
letters and between the lines and around 
display lines, all carefully considered to 
produce a pleasing pattern. 

I am not now trying to show how to do 
it. But when it is done and done well, the 
public responds, reacts to its influences, just 
as logically as it reacts to a blue sky or a 
garden of flowers. The public, to para- 
phrase a platitude, knows nothing about the 
art of printing, but it knows what it likes. 

One reason for this is that cheap printing 
looks cheap, and no house wants to look 
cheap in the eyes of its customers. A busi- 
ness must wear the atmosphere of success 
aud prosperity, and a mean, crowded, over- 
worked piece of printed matter does not 
reflect an atmosphere of success or pros- 
perity. 

I wish it were possible to reduce this con- 
viction to figures, to charts, or graphs, 
showing how much better a good piece of 
printed matter pulls than a poor one. 
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Every man who has tried both knows the 
answer, but there is no way of making a 
test so delicate. The experience comes 
from a vast number of experiences, each 
one adding its testimony. 

Of course there is a lesson in this for 
the book publisher. What is sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the gander. If good 
printing will sell writing paper, or a vege- 
table shortening, or a can of beans, it will 
sell a book. If people take to advertising 
better because it is well printed, they will 
take to books because they are well printed. 

I realize I am not a fair example of the 
average book buying public because I am 
too fond of books and too much interested 
in printing, but nevertheless I was quite 
amused when I had picked out my bundle 
of books for a recent vacation to find that 
out of some thirty odd volumes selected 
from the counter of the bookseller ten of 
them, or one-third, were published by AI- 
fred Knopf. Of course Alfred Knopf pub- 
lishes some very good titles, and I am 
aware that my interest in the books figured 
in my choice, but I know also that the 
appearance of the book, its format, was a 
factor, tho an unconscious one, in my 
choice. I hate to buy or read a badly 
printed book. This feeling is not so strong 
in people on an average as it is in me, but 
it does exist. 


Good Taste Does Not Cost Much 

Mr. Knopf believes that publishers gen- 
erally are improving the appearance of their 
books, and that they seem now to be con- 
vinced that good typography and good 
printing are really worth while sales helps, 
and that good printing is as valuable when 
you are selling the printed product as when 
you are using the printed product to sell 
something else. 

The Atlantic Monthly Press is another 
publisher experimenting intelligently. Its 
regular product is quite good, and occa- 
sionally it turns a manuscript over to the 
Merrymount Press with excellent results. 

The Pynson Printers and William Ed- 
ward Rudge are making books for publish- 
ers. Rudge has retained Bruce Rogers in 
the belief that the time has now come to 
make good book production a profitable 
line. The book auction catalogs that Ken- 
nerley has commissioned Rudge to make 
for the Anderson Galleries are works in 
which commercial printing and book pub- 
lishing happily meet. They are a wise 
appreciation of the fact that most men with 
the book auction habit are lovers of good 
printing. 

_ An interesting thing about good taste 
is that it does not cost much. Of course

you have got to have it, and use it. But 
if you have it, you do the good thing in- 


stead of the bad thing. It takes no longer 
to do the good thing as a rule, tho, of 
course, there are some exceptions. Good 
paper costs more than cheap paper, but 
even cheap paper looks better when a well 
arranged page is printed on it. All those 
things which add so much to the appearance 
of a book—binding, title page, margins, 
running heads, chapter heads—cost no more 
in one form than another. So much work 
must be done to produce them in any case. 
It is just a question of doing things dif- 
ferently, doing them with a purpose, in- 
stead of hap-hazard, or instead of following 
tradition. 

But in the present state of book manu- 
facturing, the printshops are not geared or 
equipped for taseful work. So publishers 
who want something unusually good must 
go to the specialists and pay the specialist’s 
price. At present Nash, Taylor, Munder, 
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Goudy, Adler, Rudge, Marchbanks, Bruce 
Rogers, Updike, Cleland are the exceptions, 
and the big plants run as factories are the 
rule. But just as soon as the public is 
given a chance, it will discriminate, as it 
has done in furniture, textiles, fabrics, 
chintzes, rugs, pottery, dress, and other 
articles of commerce. 

The improvement in taste in all sorts of 
goods and service, ranging from rugs to 
hotel keeping, has been marked, and the 
public has never failed to buy. The public 
didn’t know it wanted something better, it 
never clamored for good taste, but given 
the chance it bought, The reaction is un- 
conscious. If.any publisher had the initi- 
ative to put out the same book in two 
forms—commonplace, ordinary printing and 
binding, and ‘with a_ good, simple, dis- 
tinctive dress, the’ same quantity of each, 
at the same price, I. will wager that the 
entire edition of the, better one would be 
sold first. 


A Bookstore in Berkeley 
A Shop With the Atmosphere of the 18th Century Coffee House 


6¢PICTION in our store is 
F tne least important depart- 
ment,” seems to be a very 
good estimate of one of the pre- 
dominant features of the Sather 
Gate Book Shop, that is a cause 
for civic pride in the city of 
Berkeley, California. Just about 
six years ago, Eugene Sommer, 
after twenty years of activity in 
San Francisco, was attracted to the beautiful 
University town of Berkeley. Here there 
was an academic calm that was soothing and 
restful and perhaps the only thing that was 
lacking that would complete the charm of 
the place was a bookshop, not an ordinary 
bookshop but one that would carry on the 
tradition of a real college bookshop, like 
Blackwells, for instance. Mr. Sommer took 
a small store with a pitiful collection of 
books and stationery, and, after doing away 
with the stock on hand, he began to fill the 
shelves with things that were really worth 
while. Odd things that could not be picked 
up everywhere were included in Mr. Som- 
mer’s selection, and soon a stock was ac- 
quired that was unique in its scope and 
individuality. 

After several years of solid growth, Mr. 
Sommer acquired a beautiful new home in 
Berkeley’s new bank building. The new 
shop is of a kind not often seen. The ground 
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floor dimensions are 35 feet by 120 
feet, mezzanine floor, 35 feet by 
50 feet, accounting rooms, 18 feet 
by 35 feet, galleries, 7 feet by 70 
feet, and a basement 35 feet by 
130 feet extending under the side- 
walk. 

A room has been fitted up that 
will accommodate about 150 peo- 
ple, and this room is to be used 
for the reception of various authors, liter- 
ary people and for the general furtherance 
of interest in the arts. The interior of the 
shop is painted in a soft blue-grey which 
is perfect for the needs of a bookshop. 

Deep, soft, sheltered nooks are provided 
for those who like to sit and look over the 
books, and one is not interrupted by over- 
solicitous clerks. 

Of course, during all this time the busi- 
ness of the shop had increased remarkably 
until $380,000 in books were sold and dis- 
tributed all over the State of California last 
year. One of the most important depart- 
ments of this large business is the library 


department, which is in charge of Miss 


Elizabeth Madison. This department dis- 
tributes books to almost every public library 
thruout the state. 

There is also a very special children’s 
bookroom that is set off from the rest of 
the shop, and here all the finest in juvenile

literature is to be found, ranging from the 
more expensive beautifully illustrated books 
to the more popular and inexpensive ones. 
Another very successful department that 
is too often neglected in the ordinary 
shop is the fine accounting department. 
Nothing is more necessary in the conduct- 
ing of a successful business (book business 
included) than a carefully conducted ac- 
counting department. 

Mr. Sommer is of the opinion that sets 
are a thing of the past and that more and 
more people are getting away from the 
old habit (profitable as it is to booksellers ) 
of buying complete sets of any author. To- 
day the genuine booklover and bookbuyer 
is content with one or two of the author’s 
best books, and is interested in more 
authors. 

Several good essays have been written 
on the place the bookshop occupies in 
present-day life. Among several good com- 
parisons was the similarity of the bookshop 
of today with the old coffee house ind 
tavern of the 18th and early Igth century. 
This is very characteristic of the Sather 
Gate shop, as at almost any hour of the 
day one will find groups of literarily in- 
clined students congregated in the shop, dis- 
cussing Joyce and Proust and other matters 
of equal importance to their own satis- 


faction. 


It gives one a pleasant glow of satisfac- 
tion to see the much press-agented state of 
California, with its native sons, its oranges 
and artichokes, and the ever present movie 
stars acquire and take on a new fame by 
the acquisition of a real bookshop. Soon, 
we hope, the great wide, open spaces of the 
glorious west will take on a new significance 
that will make the effete, so-called literary 
east awaken. 


New Form of Advertising 


gad ge long it is quite possible that 
readers of book advertising in staid 
literary papers will be a trifle disturbed at 
the phenomenon of a huge electric sign in 
the Times Square district advertising a 
popular novel. This form of book advertis- 
ing has already been experimented with in 
London, and now Brentano’s have tried 
another interesting experiment in advertis- 
ing Ernest Pascal’s “Dark Swan” in the 
Fifth Avenue Buses. The book was chosen 
after careful deliberation as having the 
broadest appeal. It is a book about women 
for women, and, as women of the better 
class habitually use the buses on shopping 
trips, the experiment has proved successful. 
If the sales continue, Brentano’s contem- 
plate using the buses with more or less 
regularity. 
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Importance of Bookselling **’Tools”’ 


Subject of Tenth Lecture in the Temple Scott Course 


N practically every branch of human en- 
deavor it is of prime importance to be 
adequately supplied with the proper im- 

plements of one’s job or profession. Since 
carpenters, bricklayers and doctors are not 
expected to function without their re- 
spective instruments, so booksellers cannot 
be called such until they are equipped with 
their proper utensils an@ are familiar with 
their use and purpose. Mr. Scott in his 
tenth lecture explained clearly and inter- 
estingly the various “tools” of bookselling 
and their uses. 

The equipment necessary to the book- 
seller in carrying on his daily business is 
composed of catalogs and bibliographies. 
Of all the catalogs the one that is the most 
generally used is the United States Catalog. 
The first volume of the United States Cata- 
log consists of all books in print in 1912, 
the next volume a list of books published 
between I912 and 1917 and the succeeding 
volumes a record of all books published 
since that time, each volume covering a 
period of two years or less. The English 
Catalog is a record of books that are 
printed in Great Britain and is also of great 
aid to the bookseller. The books in the 
United States Catalog are arranged alpha- 
betically by author, title and subject, so that 
books can be looked up under any of these 
classifications. After a book has been 
looked up in the United States Catalog it 
does not necessarily follow that the book 
can be procured. It must now be searched 
for in another big catalog, the Publishers’ 
Trade List Annual, which contains a list 
or catalog of every publisher’s books. If 
the book can not be located in the United 
States Catalog, Trade List Annual or 
the English Catalog it is generally cer- 
tain that the book is out of print and must 
be advertised for. In advertising for a 
book, the Publishers’ Weekly is used and a 
full description of the book desired should 
be given. Books got in this manner should 
be sold to the customer at a profit of 75 
to 100% to cover time and trouble in pro- 
curing the book. If a book is not to be 
found in the United States and must be 
imported from Great Britain 4oc. to the 
shilling is the usual charge. Another 
reference book that is not generally known 
of by the average bookseller is the Index 
to Poetry and Recitations by Granger. It 
is of inestimable aid in getting those 





myriads of books that are asked for by 
individuals who are acquainted only with 
fragmentary first lines of poems. 

The aids next in importance to the book- 
seller are the various trade journals, house 
organs and literary papers. In this re- 
spect the Publishers’ Weekly is the one 
paper that the booksellers cannot get along 
very well without. Here books may be ad- 
vertised for and here also are the publish- 
ers’ announcements and a weekly record of 
new books published. The Book Review 
Digest is also very good, as it gives a con- 
sensus of the best critical opinions of the 
various new books. Useful and attractive 
house organs are published by most of the 
enterprising publishers. If the bookseller 
contemplates a department of French and 
German books or foreign Books he would 
do well to subscribe to the various trade 
journals of those countries. 

The bookselling profession as a whole 
should indulge in more reading than it 
has the time or inclination for now, as it 
is only thru this means that it can hope 
to sell more books. Mr. Scott emphasized 
the fact that it is vital for the bookseller 
to get the spirit and enthusiasm of a real 
book lover and mentioned Drinkwater’s 
“Outline of Literature’ and the “Cambridge 
History of Literature” as being very help- 
ful in this respect. Booksellers that supply 
current fiction are gradually becoming a 
thing of the past, and the bookseller who 
wishes to succeed must sell almost every- 
thing. It is also very poor business policy 
to appoint oneself as official censor of the 
town or community in which one’s shop is 
situated. Mr. Scott cited the instance of 
one bookseller who had lost the sale on 
about three hundred copies of a popular 
novel because of his personal prejudice. 

Mr. Scott in closing mentioned two shops 
recently opened that have all the attributes 
of a real bookshop, Miss Dodd’s and the 
Dunster House, and gave interesting pic- 
tures of how they were conducted. Enthusi- 
asm, he again repeated, is the keynote of a 


successful shop. Have a real affection and | 


zest in the pursuance of your business and 
it will take on a new vigor and undoubt- 
edly prosper financially. Always remem- 
ber that bookselling is an ancient and hon- 
orable profession and then you will acquire 
some of the higher reaches of contentment, 
happiness and joy that go with bookselling. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 
sion, from the which, as men of course do 
seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto. —BAcon. 


Guidance Toward Better Homes 


VERY bookseller should have on his 

desk the next month the “Guidebook 

of Better Homes in America,” which 
can be had from the organization head- 
quarters at 1653 Pennsylvania Avenue, 
Washington, D. C. The guidebook will 
give complete suggestions of how local cam- 
paigns can be managed, and the bookseller 
can search out the local committee and give 
his help in as many practical ways as pos- 
sible. 

The literature of the Movement shows 
that it has not overlooked books, and 
the general committee has received many 
practical suggestions from the general pro- 
motion headquarters of the National Asso- 
ciation of Book Publishers. The guide, 
under the heading of sub-committees, out- 
lines the duties of the Home Furnishing and 
Decorating Committee, who, among other 
things, are to select the home library, se- 
lect the pictures, arrange for musical instru- 
ments, records, etc. It is suggested that 
this committee should, among other things, 

repare a printed list of books in the home 
library and either display the list with the 
books or distribute it. The headquarters

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will also supply an article on the “Better 
Homes Ideal Library.” 

The headquarters also supplies, at 25c. 
each, a pamphlet on “How to Furnish the 
Small Home” by Mrs. Charles Bradley 
Sanders. This is a pamphlet of 36 pages 
and includes, among other helps, a brief 
selected list of books on the furnishing of 
a small home, including 12 different titles. 
Taking up the furnishings of a 3 room 
house, there is the suggestion that book- 
shelves can be built under the windows in 
one of the corners or around and over the 
radiator. In the 5 room house, it suggests 
that, among the fittings of the living room, 
there should be a bookcase or bookshelves, 
preferably a straight line type, painted or 
stained to match the woodwork. In the 
7 room house, a bookcase or bookshelves are 
suggested for the living room; for the 
guest room it is suggested that there be 
books; in the boys’ room, a bookcase or 
bookshelves on simple lines to match the 
other furniture: in the nursery it suggests 
bookshelves or built-in cupboard. For some 
reason or other, the girls’ room does not 
include bookshelves in the equipment. 

There is also a special page given up to 
the discussion of the better homes library, 
suggesting that the bookshelves and book- 
case should harmonize with other fittings 
and suggesting how they can be used to 
add to the charm of the room. 

Such complete recognition of the place 
of books in the Model Home shows an 
appreciation of what books can do to make 
a house a home, and the intangible value of 
having this point kept continuously to the 
front will be appreciated by any author, 
publisher or bookseller. 


Broadcasting Argument In 
Congress 


BILL to render void the control of 
copyright in the field of broadcasted 
music is being given hearings in Washing- 
ton, and the Senate Committee, headed by 
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Senator Ernst of Kentucky, listened to the 
argument of the broadcasting managers on 
April 9th. The opponents, representing the 
composers and music publishers, were 
heard on the 17th. The National Associa- 
tion of Book Publishers who oppose the 
proposed weakening of copyright was 
represented at the hearings by Frederic G. 
Melcher. 

The copyright code as now existing gives 
protection to music, to sermons and ad- 
dresses, but does not specifically cover gen- 
eral literature. If the rights of the music 
composers were invalidated, it would be 
difficult to establish later the rights of the 
authors, and no one can tell how far such 
infringement might eventually go. 

In questioning the lawyer for the broad- 
casting managers, Senator Broussard asked 
whether he believed there should be abro- 
gation of copyright on a book, if, for in- 
stance, a very wealthy person should de- 
cide that it would be for the good of the 
country to distribute, at a very low price 
and without profit, 1,000,000 copies of 
Papini’s “Life of Christ.” The senator 
thought that broadcasting without permis- 
sion was similar in its character to an 
arrangement like this: The reply from the 
lawyer was that he did not believe that the 
taking over of rights in that way would be 
justified. 


Sectional Meetings 


OME day there will be sectional or 
S regional meetings of the book-trade in 

all parts of the country, supplementing 
and making more useful the gatherings of 
the American Booksellers’ Association. So 
far, the best illustration of what can be done 
is the Illinois Booksellers’ and Stationers’ 
Association, which meets for its ninth con- 
vention at Peoria, May 6th and 7th. This 
Association has been successful in having 
active and alert officers and interesting and 
worth-while gatherings. The members are, 
of course, as much interested in stationery 
as in books, and the programs are planned 
to include both, and have a healthy mixture 
of the practical and the ideal. Mutual 
acquaintance is of itself worth encouraging, 
to say nothing of the opportunity of release 
from daily routine and the chance of mak- 
ing exchange of useful business ideas.

It has 
also been made available in the card size, 
and those who have seen the poster have 
immediately been interested to develop ways 
of using the card.

Paul immediately set a quota of $1750.00 
for November, which he thought was not 
excessive considering that, at least toward 
the end of the month, the Christmas buying 
should begin to be felt. Beside this, the 
dictionary campaign was still on and even 
after it was over, Paul expected to feel its 
momentum for some time and his arrange- 
ment with Miss Lamson took this into con- 
sideration. 

In fact, on the day that Paul was to make 
his speech before the New Idea Club but 
one trouble clouded his horizon. He found 
that he was getting fonder and fonder of 
Margaret Pelham day by day. He usually 
saw her twice weekly, on Tuesday and on 
Sunday. It was therefore a matter of cun- 
cern to him that he knew that the mysteri- 
ous Mr. Drossin was a regular visitor, tho 
how frequent he had 
no idea. Mrs. Pel- 
ham had _ happened 
to mention him once, 
but Margaret her- 
self did not allude 
to the matter, and 
Paul had never got 
his courage up to do 
so. Mr. Drossin 
continued his fre- 
quent calls at the 
bookstore and also 
seemed to be a heavy 
patron at the Guil- 
ford Library, as he 
seldom entered 
Paul’s store without 
carrying several 
books under his arm. 
He was a very quiet, 
reserved little man. Paul made one effort to 
bring him out of his shell. He said: “How 
do you like Guilford, Mr. Drossin?” Mr. 
Drossin replied: “Well enough.” and turned 


to a nearby book as tho the topic were dis- 
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tasteful to him, so Paul said no more but 
firmly resolved that Mr. Drossin should by 
no means “cut him out.” 

Paul’s speech on “Books and the Business 
Man” opened with a well-worked-up state- 
ment of how books could directly benefit 
the business man. He noted the develop- 
ment of business literature in the last few 
years and mentioned that a quarter of a 
century ago, business men were loath to 
share their secrets and each man had pretty 
much to work out his own problems by 
himself. “We learn by experience,” Paul 
said, “and when you can get a good book 
for a few dollars it is more economical and 
certainly very much quicker to learn by the 
experience of others rather than by your 
own.” He then showed how leaders in 
practically every field had put the benefit of 
their ideas into books that everyone could 
read. “Why,” he said, “you’d pay such an 
expert big money to come into your store 
or office and give you his advice as to how 
you can make more money. You can have 
all this in books.” 

Paul then stressed further the importance 
of books in the business man’s work and 
showed that while books were far more 
widely used than formerly for this purpose, 
still, the average business man was usually 
ignoring this ready and inexpensive aid. 
“Most of you men,” he said, “bring in an 
accountant to help you out and when he 
talks to you, you have a very hazy idea f 
what he is getting at. You should your- 
selves read a good book on accountancy 
and be familiar with its principles. I’m 
going to do it myself when I get my evening 
school work out of the way. And ac- 
countancy is only one topic that the business 
man needs to know about. Commercial 
law, commercial letter-writing, salesmanship 
and a host of other subjects are necessities 
and not frills in the business man’s educa- 
tion.” Paul devoted twelve of his twenty 
minutes to this phase of his subject, show- 
ing how books may have a dollar and cents 
value in every modern man’s life. 

Then he passed on to the second phase 
of his talk. “But you fellows,” he said, “are 
men first and business men afterward. You 
have interests that transcend your business 
interests. A fellow who has no thotight be- 
yond his own business has no place in the 
New Idea Club.” (Hearty and prolonged 
applause.) “A man whose horizons are 
bounded by the doors of his own store or 
office is not a well-rounded man. He may 
be a business machine, but he is not a 
well-rounded human being.” 

“And,” said Paul, “it is in this larger 
sense that we are all men of business. And 
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books will help, not only in the narrower 
sense of business but in this larger sense 
that shows many activities embfacéd in the 
business of life. A man can live a rich life 
without books, but it is a mighty difficult 
thing to do.” Paul then spoke fervently 
of his own literary loves, the books that he 


‘enjoyed and soon the note-books came out 


of pockets and items were noted for subse- 
quent purchase. 

“Take O. Henry, for example,” said 
Paul. “Any man can find time during the 
day to read an O. Henry story—it will take 
him about ten minutes and his imagination 
has been stimulated and life has taken on a 
bigger meaning. Or a Morley essay. Just 
read one of them in “Plum Pudding,” for 
example. Then when you come down Syca- 
more Street of a morning, just fancy that 
you are Christopher Morley. Try to see 
Guilford as he would see it, get the romance, 
the whimsicality of common, ordinary life 
as he would get it, why you live in a differ- 
ent world.” 

Paul’s speech made a great hit and he 
was most heartily complimented on it. He 
deserved it, too, because he had worked very 
hard on his talk. So many of his fellow 
members had stumbled thru “off-hand” 
speeches that meant little and which gave 
nothing of constructive value to the club 
that Paul’s well-prepared address was 
greatly appreciated. Dr. Forthright at once 
signed Paul up for a similar talk before the 
Men’s Club in his church. Before the week 
was out, Paul had sold his entire stock of 
O. Henry books, and the club, at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Clionel, decided to arrange 
for a dramatic presentation of one of the 
best of the O. Henry stories, “The Cop and 
the Anthem.” Paul was offered the leading 
rdle, but, considering the amount of work 
he had on hand, he wisely declined and took 
instead a very small part. Two or three 
members bought volumes cf Christopher 
Morley and forthwith became Morley fans, 
buying several cther volumes from time to 
time. It may as well be recorded here that 
when a club for literary and other discus- 
sion was organized after the holidays, it 
was unanimously named “The Kit Morley 
Club.” 

Having got away with his first speech 
so well, Paul was more confident regarding 
his appearance before the Center Club. He 
was still to learn that a business men’s club 
and a women’s club are very different in 
many respects. He began at once to pre- 
pare his paper on “Books and the Modern 
World,” which he had decided upon as his 
topic for the Center Club. 





As to Those Certificates 


VERY national convention finds its 
great difficulty in explaining to the 
delegates the value and importance of 

a railroad certificate. The American Book- 
sellers’ Convention Committee is having its 
own difficulty. 

It should be understood by all that here is 
an instance in which the carelessness of a 
few may mean hundreds of dollars of loss 
to those at a distance. The loss will run 
into the thousands, in fact. 

There are no round trip rates on the 
railroads these days. If there is a conven- 
tion, the convention must be a real con- 
vention, and, to prove that it is so, a record 
is kept of how many attend. Every person 
starting for the Convention, even from only 
twenty miles away from New York, should 
ask at the ticket office when buying a ticket 
for a convention certificate. The ticket 
office will have a record of all conventions 
that have been listed and will provide a 
certificate. This certificate is turned in at 
the Convention headquarters. If 250 of 
them are turned in, everybody who goes 
back the same route by which they came can 
get half fare. If there are 249 turned in, 
no one gets the half fare, and people from 
California, Texas and distant points will 
suffer very materially. 

Many more than 250 will attend the Con- 
vention; but some will forget to secure cer- 

.tificates; others will say that it doesn’t 
matter, as they do not need to make the sav- 
ing, forgetting about the loss to other 
people; others will forget to ask for the 
certificate, because they do not intend to go 
home the same route, but, whether the same 
route is used going home or not, the cer- 
tificates should be brought, as each one 
counts towards the total 250.

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Obituary Notes 


MARIE CORELLI 


Marie CORELLI, the famous writer of 
romantic tales, died in her sleep at her home, 
Manor Croft, Stratford-on-Avon, England, 
on April 21st. She had been ill for two 
months. 

Altho in the catalog of the British Mu- 
seum, “pseudonym” is printed after the 
name of Marie Corelli, Marie Corelli was 
her real name. Her father was an Italian 
and her mother a Highland Scot, and she 
was born in the Land o’ Cakes in 1864. 
Losing both her parents in infancy, she was 
adopted by Charles Mackay, poet and jour- 
nalist. 

Her first book “The Romance of Two 
Worlds, 1886, took the world by storm, 
with an enormous sale in Europe and 
America. Her bibliography comprised, 
“A Romance of. Two Worlds,” 1886; “Ven- 
detta,” 1887; “Thelma,” 1889; ‘“Ardath,” 
1892; “The Soul of Lilith,” 1893; “Barab- 
bas,” “The Sorrows of Satan,” 1895; “The 
Mighty Atom” and “The Murder of 
Delicia,” 1896; “Ziska” and “Jane,” 1897; 
“Boy” and “The Master Christian,” 1900; 
“The Temporal Power,” 1902; ““God’s Good 
Man,” 1904; “Free Opinions,” 1905; “The 
Treasure of Heaven,” 1906; “Holy Orders,” 
1908; “The Devil’s Motor,” t19fo; “The 
Life Everlasting,” 1911; “Innocent: Her 
Fancy and His Fact,” 1914; “The Young 
Diana,” 1917; “My Little Bit: A Record of 
War Work,” 1919; “The Love of Long 
Ago,” 1920; and “The Secret Power,” 1921. 
She was strongly opposed to woman suf- 
frage and wrote a drama “The Sedan 
Chair,” expressing her views on_ that 
subject. 


MARTIN S. SKEFFINGTON 


MarTIN SOUTHWELL SKEFFINGTON, sen- 
ior partner for many years of Skeffington 
& Son, died after an operation March 31, 
at the age of 81. Skeffington & Son were 
appointed publishers to the Royal Family 
curing the reign of Queen Victoria and 
have held the office since that time.

¢ Sampson, Low, Marston & Company 
of London have published, “The Baxter 
Price List, 1924,” an indispensable guide to 
the collector of Baxter Prints. Efforts have 
been made to give not only the fullest avail- 
able information regarding the actual Bax- 
ter Prints, but as full information as possible 
on the prints issued by the licensees of his 
process. No pains have been spared to 
make the work as full and complete as pos- 
sible, and Mr. Lewis records the various 
states of the prints, their scarcity or other- 
wise, whether signed or unsigned, their 
size, and many other details which are most 
helpful. 


T is announced by the Council of the 

Royal Historical Society that work has 
been recommenced upon the materials col- 
lected under the general editorship of the 
late Sir George Prothero for the “Bibli- 
ography of Modern British History.” Sub- 
stantial progress is being made in the 
preparation of the volumes upon the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries respectively. 
The sixteenth century volume is in the 
hands of the American committee, presided 
over by Professor Cheyney. The seven- 
teenth century volume is in the hands of 
the English committee, now constituted as 
the Council of the Royal Historical Society. 
This volume is being edited by Godfrey 
Davies under the supervision of Sir Charles 
Firth. Both volumes, it is hoped, will be 
ready for the printer by the end of the 
present year. 


C APTAIN JOHN SMITH’S “New Eng- 
land Trialls,” small 4to, London, 1620, 
first edition, sold at Sotheby’s in London, 
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April 15th, will come to America, having 
been bought by Dr. Rosenbach for £2,400. 
Only two other copies appear to be known; 
one in the Bodleian, the other in the British 
Museum. All three copies contain a differ- 
ent dedication. The Bodleian copy is dedi- 
cated “To the Right Honourable and 
Worthy Adventers to all discoveries and 
Plantations, especially in New England”; 
the Britsh Museum copy “To the Right 
Worshipful Maister, the Wardens, and the 
Companie of the Fishmongers.” The copy 
just bought by Dr. Rosenbach is dedicated 
to the Earl of Bridgewater, and from a 
reference on the reverse of C3 “I present 
this unto your Lordship,” it appears that 
this is the original dedication. The tract 
is a vigorously written plea for the New 
Foundland fisheries which Smith established 
in 1614. 


BA ane the famous bookshop in 
Piccadilly, London, has passed into 
new hands. Its founder, John Hatchard, 
was born in 1768, served an apprenticeship 
at Ginger’s shop in Great College Street, 
Westminster, and in 1797 borrowed money 
to pay for the good-will of the outgoing 
tenant from John Penn, Henry Hoare, and 
other literary men of the period, and thus 
began the business which has prospered 
ever since. In the days before clubs, 
Hatchard’s provided a meeting place for 
book lovers from every part of the world, 
and, when they tired of poring over old 
volumes, they were encouraged to slumber 
in chairs in front of the fire. The firm’s 
old ledgers show that customers included 
many famous men and women of the period, 
among them Queen Charlotte and other 
royal personages. Arthur L. Humphreys in 
conjunction with the late Edwin A. M. 
Shepherd, assumed control of the firm 
thirty-four years ago, when the Hatchard 
family relinquished their interest in the 
business. 


Te private library of Herbert L. Roth- 
child of San Francisco, California, will 
be sold at the American Art Galleries May 
2nd. It comprises first editions of nine- 
teenth and twentieth century authors, among 
them, Beerbohm, Bierce, Cabell, Clemens, 
Conrad, De la Mare, Dickens, Drinkwater, 
Field, Galsworthy, Harte, Kipling, Machen, 
Moore, Stevenson, Swinburne, Thackeray, 
Wilde, Yeats and many others; inscribed 
and association volumes and original manu- 
scripts; the Kelmscott Chaucer bound in full 
pigskin, the Ashendene “Morte D’Arthur” 
and many other fine volumes from the Kelm- 
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scott, Ashendene, Doves and other famous 
presses ; handsomely bound volumes by Cob- 
den-Sanderson, the Doves Bindery and other 
fine binders; and a series of publications of 
the Book Club of California and a great 
variety of other desirable and rare items. 
The manuscripts include Robert Louis Ste- 
venson’s “Ebb Tide,” 115 small folio sheets, 
signed by Robert Louis Stevenson and Lloyd 
Osbourne. There is also a water color 
drawing by William Blake, that of plate 20 
used in his “Illustrations of the Book of 
Job,” which is described as “an exquisite 
watercolor drawing in beautiful state of 


preservation, untouched by time.” 
A BIBLIOGRAPHY of the Writings 
of Lewis Carroll (Charles Lutwidge 
Dodgson, M.A.)” by Sidney Herbert Wil- 
liams, announced as in preparation some 
time ago, has appeared bearing the imprint 
of The Bookman’s Journal. The. work is a 
well printed large octavo and will be in- 
dispensable to the collector of or dealer in 
Carroll first editions. This comprehensive 
bibliography is divided into four parts: (1) 
Seventy-eight collations of the first and 
rare editions of books, pamphlets and leaf- 
lets issued under the author’s famous pseu- 
donym, as well as the author’s anonymously 
published works in the Carrollian vein; (2) 
describing books bearing his real name and 
other works not in part 1, together 81 items; 
(3) contributions to periodicals not printed 
in the author’s lifetime; (4) books about 
Lewis Carroll, and miscellanea. The work 
is annotated thruout both from bibliographi- 
cal and biographical aspects, and there is a 
full index. The earliest three issues of 
“Alice in Wonderland,” a vexed question 
with collectors, is elucidated by full colla- 
tions of all three, facsimiles of their title- 
pages, and exhaustive notes. Five other 
title-pages are reproduced in facsimile. The 
way of the Carroll collector, which in the 
past has not been an easy one, has been 
made easy by this careful and comprehen- 
sive work.
